DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed July 27, 2010 for the above 
identified patent application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 1,4, 107, 108, and 110 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sugiyama (JP 2002-130589). 

Sugiyama discloses a spindle unit comprising: a rolling bearing (10) including an 
outer ring having an outer ring raceway on an inner peripheral surface, an inner ring 
having an inner ring raceway on an outer peripheral surface, and rolling elements 
provided rollably between the outer ring raceway and the inner ring raceway, whereby a 
spindle (5) is borne rotatably in a housing; and a grease supply system for supplying a 
grease to an inside of the rolling bearing; wherein the grease supply system supplies 
the grease such that a supply amount in one shot is set to 0.0005 cc to 0.01 cc. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2, 107, 109, and 111 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sugiyama (JP 2002-130589) in view of the prior art disclosed by 
applicant in Figures 113-121 and in pages 1-11 of the Specification. 

For example, Figure 115 of the instant application illustrates a ball bearing having 
a lubrication opening formed in the outer ring, the opening is located in an area 
other than the raceway groove. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to configure the bearing of 
Sugiyama with a lubrication port spaced from the raceway groove, as taught by 
the prior art illustrated in Figure 115, motivation being to provide lubricant to the 
rolling elements without reducing the operating capacity of the raceway surface. 

In the written disclosure, applicant discloses that it was known to use a lubricated 
bearing for a tool spindle. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to use the bearing arrangement of Sugiyama in either a motor spindle or a 
tool spindle, motivation being to support the shaft/spindle for rotation with 
reduced friction.
